Washington, March 30. Partisan
feeling flared up in the Senate again
Thurslay when Senator Williams of
Mia:. if ippi, Democrat, renewed his
attack upon Representative Lenroot,
republican candidate for the Senate
in Wisconsin, whom he charged Wed
nesday with being lukewarm in loy-

alty to the government in the war.
The Mississippi senator declared
LaFoliette should be expelled and
that former Representative Victor
Berber, socialist candidate for sen-
ator, ought to be interned.

During the debate which followed
and continued intermittenly most of
the day, Republican senators defend-

ed Mr. Lenroot, while Senators
Reed of Missouri, Ashurst of Ari-

zona and Owen of Oklahoma, Demo-

crats, deplored partisan division at
such n time.

Senator Smoot of Utah, Republi-

can, who previously had attacked
Prerident Wilson for alleged part-

isanship, read a letter stating that
Joseph E. Davies, Democratic can-

didate in Wisconsin, had "skipped
o Chicago" when a conference was

called to consider withdrawal of
himself or Mr. Lenroot to insure a
loyalty victory.'

Senator Aahurst said Wednesday's
debate was "miserable twaddle," and
io plea. fpt, harmony and unity
in the war Senator Reed, contrasted
the critical battle in .Prance with
the Senate's attention to the "mis-

erable, little political contest in Wis-

consin." -

"I appeal to ijhe Senate," said
Senator Reed, "to have done with
thee miserable politics. No line
ran be drawn between loyal Demo-Tat- :!

and Republicans. Let the elec-

tion in Wisconsin go on. In any
event a loyal man; willy be returned,"

Senattor Gronha'.VeHemently- crit
cized the Democrats for- - references
to dis'oyalty made by Senator Will-

iams and declared hewould support!
the President in every appropriation'
and in every other way wherever
that support is necessary for the
winning of the war. He declared
that it has been noticeable to him
that those who are the loudest in
their cries, of disloyalty were not
,hosa who have sons in the army.

Senator King of Utah, Democrat,
interrupted to say that he did not
believe any members of the "Demo-

cratic side had' intimated there had
been any disloyalty on the Republi-

can side of the chamber.- - '

Reflerring to James Thompson,
Senator Gronna said, vigorously
pounding his desk with clenched
fist . .

"I know him personally and
know that ho is just as loyal as the
senator from Mississippi. He's not
disloyal."

Senator Owen, deploring the po-

litical discusrion, said that most
German-American- s are now patrioti-
cally supporting the government.

"They deserve all the more hon-

or," he said, "because of the fidel-

ity to the United States, I deprecate
exceedingly that there should be
any appearance of political debate
on this floor."

Prof. J. C. Meadows, superinten
dent of public schools, states that
the law recently passed by Congress
providing that time be moved up dur-

ing the summer months will be ob-

served in these schools, and, start
ing next Monday, all exercises will

begin one hour earlier than for-

mally.
